Plane Crash Reported. 

PORTLAND, Ore., April 1 ™.— 
With two ships off the Washington 
and Oregon coast in distress, an air-

This is 
especially true of Tourboli, where not 
a hou.. is standing. 

A thousand homeless peasants are 
crouching among the ruins t*:ere 
waitin~ with Oriental resignation for 
what good or further evil may * 
tide them. Having immediately 
buried their dead, according to Mos- 
lem custom, they ‘turn their faces to.

Health Commissioner Harris con- 
tinued yesterday his 
against insanitary conditions. in 
Bowery lodging houses, some of 
them connected with rescue“ mis- 
sions, four of which were closed Fri- 


day by his order because he said he 


had foun insanitary conditions. 

Through the donation of 250 cots 
and blankets by the American Red 
Cross to the Hadley Rescue Hall, 
293 Bowery, and the Rescue Mission 
Society, 7 Doyers Street, some of the 
Men who had been forced to seek 
Paid lodgings or to walk the streets 
found shelter last night. 

After making a speech yesterday 
Morning at the Hebrew Orphan Asy- 
lum, 138th Street and Amsterdam 
Avenue, in which he touched on the 
subject, Dr. Harris praised the heads 
of the various mission societies for 
their cooperation with his efforts to 
improve sanitary conditions. 
Urbain Ledoux (Mr. Zero), whose 
Shelter “The Tub,’’ at 12 St. Mark’s 
Place, was one of the places affected 
by Dr. Harris’s order, said that he 
had been forced to send 300 men into 
the cold Saturday night. 

“Neither the inspector from the 
Health Commissioner’s office nor the 
police officer who enforced his deci- 
sion brought me any kind of written 
order,’’ he said. ‘Technical experts 
have informed me that the light and 
air provided at the Tub are the best 
in the neighborhood. It was a shame 
to send those poor men away Satur- 
day night.’’ 

Mr. Zero said he had 250 beds and 
linen for them in storage, but that 
he could not use them because of 
the utter poverty of the down-and- 
outers who were unable to pay the 
25 cents a night it would cost to 
launder the linen and fumigate. the 
beds daily. Steamer chairs, rented 
for 10 cents a night; are used by 
many of the men who sleep at the

QUESTION BROTHER 
OF SLAIN'TEACHER 


Massachasetts Detectives Ascer- 
tain That He Had Quarreled 
With Girl Found Dead. 


CONCORD, Mass., April 1 ().— 
State detectives investigating the 
death of Miss Margaret Stewart 
spent several hours in Worcester to- 
day questioning the dead girl’s broth- 
er, Gordon, who refused to come to 
Concord when notified that -his sis- 
ter’s body had been found beside the 
Cambridge turnpike last Friday un- 
der conditions indicating foul play.

Rey. Dr, Kerr Says Movement Is in 
Danger, of .Overemphasis.. ... 
| American’ Jewry is in danger of 
wronging itself by overemphasizing 
the importance of ‘re-establishing its 
race'ih Palestine, according to the 
Rev. Dr. John H. “Kerr, ‘who 
| preached ,yesterday.at the Arlington 
Avertue Presbyterian Church, Arling- 
ton Avenue and Elton Street, Brook- 
lyn. 

“The Zionistic’ movement, “which 
depends upon the gathering of Is- 
tael in .the: land of promise, may 
-be: all right for the . nationals to 
many of whom 'this conception means 
a great deal," he said, “But it is 
not part of the establishment of di- 
vine rule in human life and society 
except in so far as the people of the 
ancient covenant nation shall bring 
their lives, by.an acceptance of the 
kingship’ of: Jesus, into Harmony 
with His rule. 

“When Christ made his triumphant 
return on the first .Palm Sunday 
nearly two thousand years ago today, 
he was fulfilling a prophecy which 
had been made five; or at least three 
hundred 1 ars earlier. He was the 
‘rightful King of Israel whose com- 
ing had been predicted, and not ‘a 
pretender to the throne. 

“But the Jews had been making 
the mistake of ecting 4 Messiah 
who would establish an earthly king- 
dom, one that would far outshine 
the magic and power of the Solomon- 
ic reign. 

“Christ came to them in a manner 
that befitted one who was the rulet 
of the kingdom of the spirit. The 
absence of pomp and display merely 
showed that. He was not of this 
world. If He was anything less 
than their King and the destined 
leader of mankind, then the event 
we celebrate today js one that marks 
His disgrace rather than his royalty. 

“For us and for all people the im- 
portant question is whether or not 
He has been given his rightful place 
in the kingdom of being.’ 

Dr. Kerr, who resigned last Sun- 
day: as the pastor of the Arlington 
Avenue Church because of his ad- 
vanced age, will continue his work 
there until May. After his retire- 
ment, he expects to devote his time 
to writing. He has already published 
two books, ‘‘Harmony of the Gos- 


ls,” and ‘‘Introduction to the New 
estament.”’

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WHAT NEXT IN OHIO? 

In American politics, too, death 
hath this also that it extinguished 
envy. The great part which friendly 
sentiment plays in our public life is 
seen again in the effect of the tragic 
ending of the life of Senator WILLIS 
of Qhio. Partisan arms were at 
once grounded. A truce was de 
clared to political hostilities. Friend 
and foe joined in sorrowful recogni- 
tion of the man who, whatever else 
has been said of his public career, 
was admitted to be a good fighter 
in any cause which he believed to be 
just, and who was stricken down in 
the very midst of a contest which 
he had valiantl} undertaken with 
the odds heavily. against him. 

It is also .true of’ American poli- 
tics that the dead go quick. A Presi- 
dential campaign cannot be checked 
by the disappearance of one man, 
no matter how sudden and shock- 
ing it may be. Already the conse- 
quences, both in Ohio and ‘in the 
country at large, of Senator WILLIs's 
death are being keenly debated 
wherever politicians meet. Confer- 
ences are instantly held in Ohio. 
Long consultations between emi- 
nent Republicans are reported from 
Washington, Tongues are every- 
where speculating about the effect 
of the removal of this leader ‘upon 
the candidacy of Secretary HOOVER. 
There is a pause in the actual cam- 
paigning, but there is no let-up in 
the endeavor to forecast a successor 
to Senator WILLIs in the Ohio pri- 
mary, or to discount the number of 
delegates from Ohio which Secretary 
HOOVER may now obtain. A common 
opinion is that if he had had to 
struggle right up to April 24 to 
win as many as thirty of the Ohio 
delegation of fifty-one, the result 
would have been much more impres- 
sive and would: have given a far 
greater impetus to his candidacy 
than if he now gets them by default, 
as it were. Such reasoning on a 
point at present so obscure seems 
futile. Probably in the end Mr. 
Hoover and his friends will quietly 
figure it out that thirty delegates 
are thirty delegates, no matter how 
they happen to fall into the Hoover 
column.

Just why the injured susceptibili- 
ties of European audiences should 
come into question is not quite 
clear. The movement now under 
way all over Europe for clapping a 
quota on American pictures has 
quite the opposite significance. 
American films give so little offense 
abroad that they have long threat- 
ened to drive native British, French, 
German films from the market. The 
restrictions already adopted or about 
to be adopted in various countries 
are frankly designed to safeguard 
the native industry against formi- 
dable American competition. To be 
sure, there are occasional voices 
raised against the demoralizing in- 
fluence of American films, but that 
would be the rationalization of a 
very practical motive. If Mr. Hays 
really wants to come to terms with 
the French authorities, he would 
guarantee them a minimum of 
offensive American films. If Holly- 
wood would see to it that one out 
of every four: films shall outrage 
French popular sentiment to the 
point of being non-salable in France, 
the Government at Paris would be 
only too delighted. 

If Mr. Hays is defermined that 
not a single film shall emanate 
from America calculated to bring 
the slightest flush of indignation to 
the most susceptible foreign cheek, 
it will be good for internationalism 
but bad;for the art of the motion 
picture. Within the confines of the 
United States people are losing 
faith in the higher esthetic possi- 
bilities of the film precisely because 
its appeal is to the largest attain- 
able audience. Nobody must be 
offended; yet in pictures as in diet 
what is offense to one person may 
be delight to another. Make it a 
world audience instead of an Amer- 
ican audience and the restrictions 
upon esthetic expression on the 
screen become only more serious. 


BRIAND’S REPLY. 


Nothing could be finer in spirit 
than M. BRIAND’S answer to the 
latest note addressed by Secretary 
KELLOGG to the French Government. 
The French Foreign Minister is 
ready to waive even the defensible 
positions which he had previously 
taken. -He believes that they were 
well taken, but in his desire to fur- 
ther in every way world peace he 
places the whole matter in the hands 
of the Government of the United 
States. If it sees a way to do what 
he feels there are great difficulties 
in doing, he is ready to join with us, 
heart and hand. So clearly does he 
perceive the desire of all nations to 
be to avoid war, that he is prepared 
to go with anybody who will show 
him the way to that goal. He plain- 
ly intimates that he could, if he 
chose, demonstrate the essential dif- 
ference between the anti-war treaty 
which he first proposed to the United 
States and the universal renuncia- 
tion of war which our State Depart- 
ment urges, but M. BRIAND does not 
think it worth while to press this

latter has said that-it would be nec- 
essary to find a “ formula,” for mak- 
ing the projected treaty acceptable 
and effective. To this-point of view 
M. BRIAND goes over heartily. He 
simply asks the American Depart- 
ment of State to produce, or at least 
suggest, the desired formula. Our 
Government has sought to be a 
leader in the business; now let it 
lead all the way through, let it think 
its great proposal out to the very 
end. 

That the Briand note is a call to 
the United States to act is evi- 
dently, from the Washington dis- 
patches, understood by the Depart- 
ment of State. But the indications 
are that Secretary KELLOGG will re- 
quire much time before answering. 
He has not got the requisite for- 
mula ready to draw out of his 
sleeve. 


“ MISDIRECTED ENERGIES.” 


According to the report of the 
Baumes Commission, two-thirds of 
the. juvénile delinquency coming 
within its purview was due “ mostly 
“to misdirected energies or lack of 
“normal play.” The other third 
seems to be traceable to what might 
be called “natural depravity,” 
though even this innate or acquired 
attitude toward society, showing it- 
self chiefly in serious thefts, is, 
after all, due to the nature of the 
physical and moral. environment. 
The report makes it clear that the 
problem of crime, at any rate within 
the range of ages of children and 
youth, is largely environmental, and 
that its solution is to be: found in 
providing wholesome objectives for 
the gang activities and adequate 
facilities for play and recreation. 

Here are some of the indications, 
and they have almost the value of 
proofs: first, the blocks where the 
juvenile delinquency record is the 
worst have the poorest housing; 
second, the poorest moving picture 
houses have the largest juvenile 
patronage; third, children from 
broken homes are more largely de- 
pendent as a rule than others upon 
the associations of the street and 
suffer more from the basest influ- 
ences; fourth, the delinquency in- 
creases out of proportion as the 
children advance in age almost by 
geometric progression up to 17. The 
only hopeful inference to be drawn 
from the investigation revealing 
these conditions, bad as they are, is 
that juvenile delinquency may be 
greatly reduced, even if it cannot 
be entirely eliminated from the 
crime record, 

The recommendations are not 
new: improved housing; the adjust- 
ment of the school curriculum to the 
special needs of delinquents (a be- 
ginning in which is being made 
through the provision of clinics for 
their special study); the utilization 
of school grounds for recreational 
purposes under specially trained 
leaders the year round; the multipli- 
cation of well-equipped boys’ clubs 
by private philanthropy; more op- 
portunities for vocational training; 
the stricter police supervision of 
moving-picture theatres and pool- 
rooms. 

The greatest good is to come not 
by repressive measures, but by en- 
listing the gang energy and spirit of 
adventure in behalf of something 
worthy—something that challenges 
their imagination, their courage, 
their ingenuity, their strength, their 
skill, their loyalty to one another— 
the moral equivalent of thievery 
and other adventurous delinquency. 
Civic betterment agencies should 
unite in coordinated effort in the 
prevention of delinquency. Here 
is the place to make a city-wide 
beginning. 


ADIRONDACK FLOOD CONTROL. 


In the judgment of meteorologists, 
4vorthern New York, watered by riv- 
ers rising in the Adirondack region, 
may have such a flood as in Novem- 
ber, 1927, devastated large areas in 
Vermont. In the Adirondack drain- 
age system most of the rivers, like 
the Salmon, St. Regis, Raquette, 
Grass and Oswegatchie, flow north- 
west into the St.. Lawrence. The 
Black, one of the largest, empties 
into Lake Ontario, the Saranac and 
Ausable into Lake Champlain, and 
the Hudson and Mohawk flow to the 
southeast. About one-half of the 
State would suffer losses of life and 
property if a storm as severe as that 
which afflicted Vermont should let 


With a realization of what might 
happen in Northern New York, 
Mayors of the local cities met in 
consultation at Canton on Nov. 30, 
1927.. The result of their delibera- 
ticns was the engaging of two ca- 
pable engineers, Epwin 8S.

Floods in the valley of the Black

Watertown. The record is 37,000 on 
Dec, 15, 1901... No longer ago than 
April 26, 1926, the flow at. Water- 
town reached 31,900 cubic feet per 
second. A sudden rainfall, in the 
nature of a cloudburst, of ‘eight or 
nine inches would spread havoc all 
through the lack River Valley. 
The engineers speak of the “ flat- 
ter grades” of the Adirondack riv- 
ers, They serve a good deal of man- 
ufacturing as well as agricultural 
country : 

In such districts as the Black 
River between Carthage and Lake 
Ontario, and the Salmon River, at 
Malone, where the whole industrial 
life of the community is centréd in 
the river valley, a great flood would 
paralyze industry for months and 
perhaps years. 

It is recommended that the best 
way to protect Northern New York 
would be to impound the surplus 
water in basins at the headwaters of 
the streams and “thus reduce the 
“flood flow to the safe carrying ca- 
“pacity of the stream channel.” Reg- 
ulating reservoirs already exist in 
the Stillwater on Beaver River and 
the Cranberry Lake reservoir on the 
Oswegatchie. “As a general service 
“reservoir, combining reduction of 
“floods, increase of dry-weather 
“flow for water power, navigation, 
“sanitation and recreation, the river- 
“regulating reservoir most nearly 
“meets all requirements.” Some of 
the Adirondack rivers have at the 
present time no “regulation,” and 
what exists in the whole area is very 
far from being sufficient. 

The regulating reservoir “ offers 
“a greater degree of flood protec- 
“tion, and at less cost, than any 
“ other protective work adaptable to 
“ Adirondack conditions.” How is 
the cost to be distributed? In the 
case of the Sacandaga reservoir now 
building on a Hudson River tribu- 
tary, 95 per cent. of the expense has 
been assessed upon industrial and 
water-power properties. Mills, fac- 
tories and power plants paid all 
the cost of the Cranberry Lake 
and Stillwater reservoirs. In many 
cases communities would contribute 
comparatively little for the protec- 
tion enjoyed. “The measures herein 
“recommended for the control of 
“floods,” the report says, “do not 
“involve prohibitive expense and 
“they can be undertaken at once,” 
Prudence requires that a beginning 
be soon made. 


CURES FOR CONGESTION. 


Providence endowed New York 
City with a host of natural advan- 
tages: a matchless harbor, an ex- 
tended waterfront, access to the 
hinterland by a river broad and 
deep. Like all blessings, they had 
their cost. The island, which 
seemed so spacious at first, in the 
end proved too tight. Its inhab- 
itants had to spill over into the ad- 
jacent territory. Difficult problems 
of transportation arose, to be met 
by ferries, then bridges, then tun- 
nels. The island was long and thin. 
That made it good for docks, but 
not so good for traffic. 

City officials and public bodies 
have shown growing solicitude over 
these problems. No greater contri- 
bution to their solution has been 
made at any time in the city’s his- 
tory than the great work on which 
the Regional Plan Committee is now 
engaged. Its study of highway traf- 
fic, described in THE TIMES yester- 
day, is a fine example of an ap- 
proach to that subject at once sci- 
entific and sensible. Relief of street 
congestion has its difficulties, but 
they are not insuperable. Under- 
takings like the Bronx Parkway and 
the successful policing of the ap- 
proaches to the Holland tube give 
encouragement, But so far our 
methods have been rather crude. 
Street widenings and. signal lights 
have facilitated existing traffic ae 
to breed more traffic. 

Though they look much alike, 
there are really two different kinds 
of congestion in our streets. One is 
caused by people who want to be 
where they are, and the other by 
people who want to be somewhere 
else. If there is congestion around 
the base of the Woolworth Building 
during the rush hour, or in Times 
Square at theatre time, it is be- 
cause more people are converging 
on those points than the streets and 
sidewalks of the immediate vicinity 
will comfortably contain. But the 
New Yorker motoring home Mon- 
day morning from a week-end on 
Long Island doesn’t dawdle along 
through the traffic jams of the 
Queensboro Bridge because he ad-

But when we have sped the pass- 
ing guest, the problem of the stay- 
at-home remains. In and out of the 
shops and towers and lofts of Man- 
hattan multitudes flow daily. How 
shall we speed them? Buses, trol- 
leys, «subways, traffic lights, park- 
ing restrictions, street -widenings— 
these alone’ will not suffice. As Mr. 
ADAMS points out in his foreword 
to the Regional Plan Committee’s 
report, the city street is not merely 
an artery of traffic. It affords ac- 
cess to and from buildings. The 
city uses it for purposes of fire and 
police protection. It assures, or 
should assure, light and air to abut- 
ting buildings. If we wish to under- 
stand the problems of congestion, 
“we have to cease regarding streets 
“as traffic ways only, and to rec- 
“ognize their relation to the build- 
“ing heights and densities in their 
* neighborhood.” 


HISTORICAL MATERIAL IN THE 
SOUTH. 


The University of North Carolina, 
on the ground that Pore’s adage is 


the correct one, has decided to re- 


construct the history of the South 
by collecting from every source its 
human records. Professor HAMII- 
TON of the School of Social Sciences 


‘has been designated by the univer- 


sity for the task, and he has been 
explaining in Southern newspapers 
just what he is after. The family 
records, letters, general writings and 
memoranda of Southern families 
will give the background of Southern 
life and development, and he intends 
to seek these out intensively. If the 
cellars, desks and garrets supply the 
yield of which the University of 
North Carolina believes them ca- 
pable, Southern records may one day 
attain the completeness and exact- 
ness of those of New England, and 
many of the blanks now existing in 
the unfinished portrait of the na- 
tion will be filled in. 

States about the activities of 
which Professor HAMILTON wants to 
know more are Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Tennes- 
see, Kentucky and Missouri. Most of 
these were in the Confederacy, the 
others were torn in their allegiance. 
All are of Southern base: Kentucky 
the eldest daughter of Virginia, Mis- 
sourl the eldest daughter of Ken- 
tucky. The historical records are 
rich. There must be hundreds of 
diaries which have never been pub- 
lished or collected, and there are 
thousands of letters, written in all 
the periods when the South was the 
centre of national life and anxiety, 
which would cast a new light upon 
history. War, and its concomi- 
tants of fire and pillage, have de- 
stroyed many, and some. records 
have undoubtedly been lost to sight, 
It is a monumental task to assemble 
them, but if the people of the South 
can be induced to take the proper 
interest in the university’s design, 
the results should be worth the 
great effort. 

Southerners have often, and with 
reason, complained of the partisan 
tone of much “history” that passes 
for a record of our sectional strug- 
gles. This is their opportunity to 
recast a great deal of it. The eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth centuries were 
epistolary periods, and the better 
classes of the South were highly 
literate and wrote much. Professor 
HAMILTON will have a mountain- 
range of documentation before he 
1as half begun,

den last Saturday night, defended the 
doctrine of evolution, and also gave 
illustrations of the great value which 
the study of evolution has‘had in its 
application to the ‘‘bread-and-butter’”’ 
needs of the human race. There are 
still differences of opinion among 
scientists how evolution came about, 
but as to the principle itself there 
is no dispute. The use to which it 
is put by those who are advancing 
agriculture gives fresh evidence that 
it is still vital. 

When these botanical scientists 
faced the fact that in the ten years 
preceding the war our population 
had increased 20 per cent. and our 
food production only about 1 per 
cent. they did not sit down in 
Malthusian hopelessness. They be- 
gan to study plant crops ‘from 
the standpoint of genetics.’’ They 
looked about the world and found 
that crop’ production was checked 
by lack of adaptation to environ- 
ment, or by drought or disease. 
They sought to give nature an op- 
portunity to use its evolutionary crea- 
tive energy: they studied the habits 
and needs of crop plants, and tried 
to find the environment which 
would favor a maximum yield; they 
searched for or developed plants that 
resisted drought, and finally they not 
only fought plant and fruit pests but 
also discovered or developed disease- 
resisting species.

METROPOLITAN IS JAMMED 


Concerts by Two. Orchestras About 
to Be Merged Mark End of 
the Local Season. 


Some were jubilant and some re- 
gretted deeply the hour when the 
two great symphony orchestras 
which have ministered for many 
years to the musical public of New 
York gave their final concerts of 
this season simultaneously yesterday 
afternoon, and one of these orches- 
tras—that of the New York Sym- 
phony Society—passed officially out 
of existence. 

Mecca Temple was crowded for this 
latter event, which had a certain 
solemnity that contrasted strikingly 
with the festive atmosphere of the 
SBensationally attended concert that 
the Philharmonic Orchestra was giv- 
ing in the Metropolitan Opera House. 
Wot that there was a lack of en- 
thusiasm for the performances. 
Some old subscribers sat with serious 
faces, and some -eyes were blurred, 
but there was more than passing ap- 
proval of the music. 

The program was a repetition, with 
certain significant. variations, of the 
one given last Friday night, with 
Enrique Fernandez Arbos, the bril- 
liant ‘“‘guest’”. as sole conductor. 
The soloist was again Jascha Hie- 
fetz, and again he received long ap- 
plause for his performance of the 
Brahms violin concerto. Longer and 
more stormy was the applause which 
Mr. Arbos received after rform- 
ances of music by Haydn, Brahms, 
Granados and Albeniz. It was testi- 
mony to the astonishing popularity 
Mr. Arbos has gained in the course 
of only two programs with this or- 
chestra. | 

Damrosch Conducts in Farewell. 


Following this demonstration there 
was a change in the order of events, 
for which the program had _ been 
shortened. This came. with the ap- 
pearance of Walter Damrosch to con- 
duct his last public performance with 
the orchestra that has been his part- 
ner and co-laborer for so many sea- 
sons. 

The New York Symphony Orches- 
tra, founded half a century ago by 
Leopold Damrosch, has been identi- 
fied with the whole development of 
orchestral music, not only in New 
York, but throughout the United 
States. Its organization took place 
when American orchestral music was 
in swaddling clothes. The work that 
the father began had been carried 
on for more than forty years by the 
son. At the head of the New York 
Symphony Orchestra, Walter Dam- 
rosch pioneered and fostered the love 
and knowledge of symphonic music 
in his home city and in every part 
of his country. It was the one _fit- 
ting ceremony of yesterday after- 
noon that the baton should = 
handed him to lead the final 
formance of the Adagio from * 
thoven’s Ninth Symphony.

‘In discussing, yesterday, play 
censorship at the first.of a series of 
forums conducted by the New York 
Centre of the .Drama League, held 
at the Alice Foote MacDougall Cof- 
fee House, 6 West Forty-sixth Street, 
Walter Hampden gaid that the chief 
of: certain fundamental! principles in 
which he believed was real freedom. 

“While I hesitate to add my own 
views to the subject’ of censorship,’’ 
Mr. Hampden said, ‘‘on:which there 
is apt to be so much confusion, I feel 
in the theatre we should attempt to 
achieve something as large as life 
itself. For what is the theatre but a 
panorama cr the things that go on 
around us? 

“The theatre is, as Shakespeare 
says, the reflection of an age. We 
have only ourselves to blame—we 
can’t leave it to the other fellow. 
I’ve tried to do my work according 
to my own lights. I. do not want 
subscribers to have to take some 
things they might not want, for this 
really is an age of class. There are 
any number of different publics and 
I ane the majority will always 
rule 

Miss._Helen Arthur, manager of the 
Actor Managers, the group. which 
produced ‘* ya,” closed recently in 
fear of the Wales Padlock law, Miss 
Arthur declared that she had first 
seen “‘Maya” when in'Paris last year 
and decided to do.it here because she 
felt it was an extraordinarily beauti- 
ful play. 

“In the fifteen years I have 
worked in the theatre I’ve never 
done a salacious play,’’ Miss Arthur 
said. ‘‘My attitude as always been 
to serve the theatre as best I could. 
Morals and esthetics ought never to 
be confused.”’ 

Barrett Clark said it was ‘“‘humili- 
ating to be told by a policeman what 
we may or may not see in the thea- 
tre. If ‘Maya’ is ruled out, what 
about 4Traviata,’ ‘Camille’ and half 
of Shakespeare?” * asked. 

Alfred rding, Bo wy ge the 
Actors’ Equity, said that his organi- 
zation did not care for censorship in 
any form, the main ——— for oppo- 
sition being the tendency of censor- 
ship to remain static, while morals 
of the stage reflected the spirit of 
the times. He said Equity, however, 
believed that some control of the 
theatre was necessary, and he out- 
lined bg Ae suggestion for a per- 
manent Board of Supervision.

Bodies Recovered From Mill- 
race at Logansport, Ind.—Suitor 
Brothers Likely to Be Released.

‘Gift of S. R. Rosoff of $25,000 


for Blessed Sacrament’s Ex- 


cavation Is Lauded. 


MUSSOLINI IS _ CRITICIZED 


Father J. B. Kelly Says Curb on 
Religious Liberty Will Arouse 
indignation. 


The gift of Samuel R. Rosoff, sub- 
way builder, of the cost of excava- 
tion for the new Roman Catholic 
Church of the Blessed Sacrament at 
Beach and Gleason Avenues, the 
Bronx, resulted in ceremonies for the 
blessing and breaking of ground for 
the edifice yesterday afternoon. Fig- 
uring the cost of excavation at be- 
tween $5 and $7 a square yard, the 
Rev. Edward A. Loehr, pastor of the 
new church, said that Mr. Rosoff’s 
contribution amounted to between 
$25,000 and $30,000. 

Father Loehr, in speaking of the 
gift, said, ‘It is an outstanding ex- 
ample of the growing tolerance and 
good feeling between religions and 
nations that this gift should come 
from a man who is not only not a 
member of this church, but is a 
member of the Jewish faith.’’ 

The Rev. John B. Kelly, Spiritual 
Director of the Catholic riters 
Guild, was tke principal speaker. He 
commented on the recent edict by 
Mussolini which limits the amount of 
religious life to which Italian chil- 
dren may devote themselves. 

“Signor Mussolini’s work in Italy 
must receive its final — yg from 
the Italian peor, * he said. ‘‘But 
if he prevents the freedom of assem- 
bly under the auspices of religion to 
youth, he is certainly running coun- 
ter to what we Americans know as 
freedom. His theory that the will 
of the State is supreme and that no 
elements of human life are exempt 
from the authority of the ruler is 
sure to arouse the indignation of 
every person who enjoys the liberties 
of the , Constitution of the United 
States.’

MEXICAN TOWN ATTACKED. 


Civilians Fight Rebels All Day at 
Tecolotan, Jalisco.

MEXICO CITY, April 1.—A group 
of rebels 200 strong attacked the 
town of Tecolotan, State of Jalisco, 
on Friday and after fighting an 
eight-hour battle with the civil guard 
retired, leaving eight dead, accord- 
ing to press reports. The rebels 
were those who have been operating 
in the Los Altos sector. 

No Federal troops were stationed 
in. Tecolotan, the reports say, but 
the civil guard, aided by residents 

and under command of the Mayor, 
offered stubborn resistance. 

As night fell, the rebels retired in 
the direction of the neighboring 
hills. ‘The defenders also suffered 
some losses, but the number is not 
stated in the reports... Soon after the 
rebels withdrew, Federal] cavalry 
troops. reached ‘the town and left 
immediately in pursuit of them.

WILL START TODAY 


Bay State House Committee to 
Take Step Toward Impeach- 
ing Attorney General. 


IN CASE OF DECIMO CLUB 


Accused Official to Have Six Law- 
yers in First Action of Sort 
In State In Century.

BOSTON, April 1.—For the first 
time in more than a century a legis- 
lative body will consider tomorrow 
impeachment charges against a high 
State official. 

A special committee of the House 
of Representatives appointed three 
weeks ago by Speaker Hull will he- 
gin public hearings on charges that 
Attorney General Arthur K. Reading 
has’ been recreant to his trust and 
that his official and private acts dur- 
ing his fourteen months in office 
have made his removal necessary. 

Major Thomas J. Hammond, com- 
mittee counsel, will examine wit- 
nesses. He will be assisted by Ed- 
ward. T. Esty, former District A- 
torney of Worcester County, ancy 
Herbert Parker, a former Attcr=<> 
General. 

Attorney General Reading will be 
represented by six lawyers, and some 
of them will be .in attendance at 


“every session of the committee. They 


will have a limited right of cross- 
examination, but will not be per- 
mitted to ask any questions which, 
in the opinion of Major Hammond 
or the committee, are not relevant 
or material to the inquiry. 

The Attorney General may have an 
opportunity to make a statement 
after all the evidence against him 
has been introduced. 

The principal charge against. Mr. 
Reading, so far as the public knows, 
is that 1e received fees in excess of 
$25,000 from the Decimo Club, Inc., 
an organization which operated ex- 
tensively in Massachusetts a year 
ago:.and which a little before it em- 
ployed the Attorney General as 

‘legal adviser’’ had been investi- 
gated by his department, receiving a 
clean bill of health. 

The committee will also - inquire 
into the Attorney General’s relations 
with the L. A. W. Acceptance Cor- 
poration, of which he was a director. 
L. A. Woolfe, President of this con- 
cern, has left the country. Some of 
its funds are tied up in a Worcester 
bank. The full story of its affairs 
has not. been told. 

Another point in the inquiry will 
be the mysterious loss of the ‘‘cattle 
papers” in the Attorney General’s 
office. These papers were needed by 
the District Attorney of Worcester 
County ‘in the prosecution of Joseph 
W. Ellsworth of Barre, a prominent 
cattle man, who had been indicted 
on charges of defrauding the Com- 
monwealth in.transactions involving

trial, the District Attorney yeh g not 
locate the papers. He recalled that 
they had’ been sent to the State 
House. There they were traced to the 
Attorney General’s office, but then 
all clues to them vanished.

All.these: selfish human wills 
in “constant conflict with . one 
another would naturally make of this 
world a horrible chaos. ‘How cauid 
it be otherwise? Why should not 
@ 19-year-old son run away from his 
mother, when he has been educated 
in such a world and taught to base 
his conduct on worldly .s of 
morality? It is strange: that Die 
who br & Be their children without 
any spiri ideals and utterly ig- 
norant of the ethics of the Gospel, 
should be surprised when they later 
act in a thoroughly selfish way. Why 
should not a man who has no moral 
principles worth talking about de- 
sert his wife and children when. he 
gets tired of supporting them? It 
is amazing that young women who 
marry men because they are 
looking or prosperous or beautiful 
dancers, or their’ names are in’ the 
Social Register. should be _ so 
shocked when later on their hus- 
bands forsake them. The only kind 
of man a Christian girl should marry 
is the man of well-tried moral prin- 
ciples and religious conviction. en 
he may not always remain firm’ to 
the end. Human nature, then, be- 
ing what it is, and human societv 
being organized on an immoral! basis,

The new. stone building was used 
for the first timé and the altar was 
dedicated at the 7 o’clock mass by 
the pastor, the Rev. Joseph L. Mc-

‘“‘These two opposing kingships of 
God and earth r,” Dr. Eus- 
tace declared, ‘‘have woven the warp 
and woof of history with their de- 
feats and victories. It is easy to see 
how each plays against the other 
and just as easy to see how one de- 
feats the other with a persistency 
that is almost monotonous.” 

Dr. Eustace recalled the part 
ed by the Church in medieval 

urope as the educator and pre-

Cardinal Hayes blessed the palms, 
walked at the end of the ‘‘procession 
of the palms,” presided in the sanc- 
tuary and gave his benediction at 
the high mass in celebration of Palm 
Sunday yesterday in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral.

No Virtue in Lying Down and 
Letting Others Walk on 
You, He Declares. 


“There will be plenty of room for 
heroism ‘long after war has been 
discarded,’’ said the Rev. Dr. How- 
ard Chandler Robbins in his Palm 
Sunday sermon yesterday morning at 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine. 

“The essential meaning of Christ’s 
Palm Sunday entrance into Jerusa- 
lem.is not that He entered as a war- 
rior, but-as a peacemaker,’’ said Dr. 
Robbins. ‘“ s abjuration of. vio- 
lence is not passive, however. It is 
more belligerent than war. It is re- 
sistance through love rather than 
through violence. 

“Just as there is no virtue in bel- 
ligerence as such, so there is no vir- 
tue in non-resistance as such. There 
is no virtue in lying down and letting 
others walk on you. That is the 
thought we must carry into al] our 
work for peace. 

"The Christian pesos of peace 
is not negative. It is the most posi- 
tive things on earth. The peace of 

is the moral equivalent of 
war One thinks of its unnamed and 
unrecognized heroes, the. engineers 
who a OF at theif places to save 
others, the nurses who braved pes- 
tilence and shot, the missionaries 
who conquered wildernesses, War is 
not necessary to heroism. We are at 
last beginning to think of war as 
re which must be done away 
with, just as years ago our ancestors 
saw fit to do away with slavery.” 

Dr. Robbins named Colonel Lind- 
bergh and Dwight W. Morrow as the 
right kind of heroes. 

‘If we are in peace,”’ he said, ‘‘it 
is not that we may lie back in peace 
and wash our hands of the rest of the 
world, but that we may be makers of 
peace for all peoples. Let us make 
our peace the moral equivalent of 
war. Out of our wealth render ser- 
vice, and stretch out the healing 
hand of Christ.’’

Dr. Knox Says Guidance Is Needed 
Most by Those Who Say They 
Have No Time for Religion.

Youth From Pulpit of Com- 
munity Church. 


SEES LESSON TO CHURCH 


It Must Act, He Says, on Problems 
of Modern Life and Dispense 
With ‘Empty Mouthings.’ 


‘Youth today demands an experi- 
mental attitude toward religion and 
the personal problems of life, and it 
can no longer accept the retrospec- 
tive and dogmatic teachings of re- 
ligious institutionalism,” declared 
James Waterman Wise, the son of 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, in a talk yes- 
terday morning on ‘‘Youth’s Chal- 
lenge to Church and Synagogue’’ at 
the Community ‘Church, Park Ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth Street. 

“The distinction between the re- 
ligious spirit and the religious insti- 
tution,’’ he continued, “‘is one that 


must be made in any discussion of 
religion, and it is against the re- 
ligious institution that the criticism 
of youth is directed. Youth realizes 
that the love of beauty and truth, 
the eternal yearning for the unknow- 
able and mysterious, the intimate 
realization of something spiritual 
and majestic, all constitute the genu- 
ine religious spirit and experience; 
but it feels that religious institution- 
alism distorts all ths. 

“That reaction nst creed and 
ceremony, against domga and ritual, 
is, of course, not novel with modern 

outh. It has characterized al] re- 
igious reformers ever since the days 
of Isaiah. But now that reaction is 
not expressed in any flaming indi- 
vidual protest; it is found rather in 
the silent, perhaps inarticulate move- 
ment of youth away from the church. 
Youth holds that there is a decided 
conflict between real religious values 
and religious institutions, that the 
solemn assemblies and fast days of 
noe ag religion have little do 
te Sa real worth of the religious 
spirit. 

“Tt is now realized that the church 
must play a part in the everyday 
world of man, that it cannot remain 
divorced from social and economic 

roblems, and that it cannot remain 

orant of their ethical implica- 
ons. But, in such problems, where 
do we find religion? Not in the van, 
but in the rear; not leading but be- 
ing led. Yet the church constantly 
expresses itself on the abstract ques- 
tions of justice and peace and equal- 
ity. When action, however, is need- 
sf such protestations remain empty 
mouthings.”’

Plans for the establishment of a 
home for former girl wards of the 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum were an- 
nounced yesterday morning at the 
105th annual meeting of the institu- 
tion at Amsterdam Avenue and 137th 
Street.

The — of March has passed 
without there being much regular 
contracting for the second quarter, 
quite a curious ommission. The rea- 
son is clear that first quarter jana 
tracts are running over. Just —s 
that has been managed, by the 
ducers or the buyers, is. not efi 
nitely outlined. e first quarter 
contracts may have been unusually 
liberal in the first place as to ton- 
nage, or tonnages may have been 
added. - A. mere extension of the 
ay of delivery is. easily contrived 

by the expences buyer. It is 
notable that mills commonly speak 
of a quarterly contract as being sub- 
ject to specification up to the last 
day of the quarter, whereas generi- 
cally the contract is for delivery dur- 
ing the quarter. Furthermore it is 
sometimes viewed as an expression 
of courage on the part of the mill 
to notify customers that tonnages 
unspecified at the end of the quarter 
will be canceled. There have been 
few such notifications this time. 

From this curious state of affairs 
two. things develop. First, it is dif- 
ficult to gauge the amount of steel 
business really under engagement at 
the present time but unexecuted. 
Second, it is clear that as there was 
at best only an insignificant rise in 
invoice prices on steel shipments in 
the quarter now ended, as compared 
with the December quarter, so there 
will be little rise for this new quar- 
ter. A slight rise is to be expected 
as matters are now aligned, since 
there are small and moderate sized 
current sales at prices above first 
——— contract levels: The bear- 
ing on steel earnings is obvious. For 
both the first quarter and the sec- 
ond quarter they will be: related to 
earnings in the December quarter 
by tonnage rather than by changes 
in realized prices or production cost. 
A slight decline in unit cost of pro- 
duction is to be expected, but when 
steel shipments were about 30 per 
cent. larger in the March than in 
the December auarter other consid- 
erations sink into insignificance.

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HAS SEIZED LONDON 


Has Been Momentarily Checked, | 


but Is Expected to Break 


STOCK MARKET PROPAGANDA 


Speculation Not Ascribed to Expec- 
tation of Better Trade, but to Pros- 
pects of New Enterprises. 


Special Cable to Tau New Yorx Timms, 

LONDON, March 30.—There was 
distant waning in activity on the 
London | stock market in the past 
week. At the ‘same time, there is no 
evidence that the speculative fever 
has fully run its course: On the con- 
trary, there are many signs that it 
will break out again as soon as the 
restrictive influence of the Easter 
holidays is over. 

A curious feature of the specula- 
tive movement here ‘is that it has not 
been based on any expectations of a 
general and substantial revival of 
British trade, but rather on isolated 
instances of increased prosperity in 
some comparatively new industries. 
It is also, however, by a kind of para- 
dox, ascribed to the continuing high 
rate of taxation, which is believed to 
encourage speculation for the pur- 
pose of increasing individual in- 
comes. Such increase is not subject 
to taxation, for capital appreciation 
is a form of personal receipts which 
are not taxed in this country. When, 
therefore, the markets move favora- 
bly and the chances of securing such 
untaxable additions to personal in- 
come seem greater the flame of spec 
ulation is fanned. 

Stirring . Up. Speculation. 

There -have also grown: up in Lon- 
don during recent years certain 
strong and successfully managed or- 
ganizations which, by extensive 
propaganda, arouse and sustain pub- 
lic interest in more or less specula- 
tive securities. During recent months 
their activity has increased enor- 
mously. Conservative circles believe, 
however, that the time must come 
when many of these new companies 
will show that they cannot fulfil] the 
promise held forth by their pro- 
moters. A few shocks of that kind 
would check speculation and divert 
investment into safer channels than 
those which it now pursues. 

Investment of American capital in 
our securities is going on quietly as 
regards purely British’ stocks, but ‘in 
a spectacular way in purchases. of 
American securities, of which there 
is a good supply on this side. The 
American : stocks: have -had a large 
speculative following here, but it is 
impossible to say whether interest in 
them has recently increased or di- 
minished. If views at present ex- 
pressed regarding the American 
stock market situation are any re- 
liable guide to financia} opinion gen- 
erally, British commitments in 
American securities will. probably 
have been considerably reduced. 

London and Our Stocks. 

It is generally admitted that such 
conditions as now prevail-in Wall 
Street are not attractive to British 
investing interests, There is felt to 
be too much uncertainty in the 
American outlook, and _ securities 
values are believed to be too high to 
tempt further employment of for- 
eign funds in a market which bears 
distinct signs of having greatly over- 
discounted possibilities,

LONDON BANK LOSES GOLD. 


Due to Large “Earmarkings’— 
Little Coming From Africa.

LONDON, March 31.—The Bank of 
England took in no gold during the 
last calendar week. Withdrawals 
were £1,029,000, which included, how- 
ever, £1,000,000 in’ sovereigns set 
aside for the Bank of South Africa. 
The balance of withdrawals repre- 


sented gold bullion, with unstated 
destinations. 

Only £15,000 gold will arrive in the 
open market during the coming week 
from South Africa. 

The weekly Custom House return 
shows further withdrawals of £4,906,- 
833 ong by France from the London 
market, making £18,480,664 thus 
taken during the five past weeks 
from gold stocks in this country.

RAILWAYS IN. GERMANY 
PLAN TO RAISE RATES 


Declare Expenditure Is Outranning 
Revenue Increase—Plan OQp- 
posed by Trade Journals.

BERLIN, March 30.—The decision 
by the council of the Railroad Cor- 
poration management to advance 
freight ‘rates’ and: passenger faree 
has come as a shock to business. The 
counci] plans to increase gross re- 
cepts by 250,000,000 marks per year, 
of which two-thirds will fall on 
freight and one-third on passenger 
tariffs. 











The statement is made that, while 
finances have thus far proceeded 
satisfactorily, they cannot endure a 
new increase of expenditure, whereas 
since the beginning of the current 
operation year expenditure has in- 
creased by 575,000,000 marks. Of this 
increase 110,000,000 was attributable 
to reparation payments and 450,000 
to increased wages. 

As compared with 1918, freight rates 
have increased only 32 per cent. and 
passenger fares 23 per cent., whereas 
wholesale prices have risen 40 per 
cent.. and. -wages- per hour 100 per 
cent., with an increase from 114 


million marks to 500 millions in the 
cost of pensions. 

Owing to these disparities it is con- 
tended that the admittedly rapid 
increase in traffic has not meant 
corresponding enlargement of profits.

EXPECT NO REDUCTION 
IN BRITISH TAXATION 


Badget Surplus Small and Some 
of Next Fiscal Year's Revenue 
Anticipated.

LONDON, March 30.—Last week’s 
Exchequer returns showed a small 
surplus in British public finances 
for the first time during the pres- 
ent fiscal year. Even if there is any 
ultimate surplus, however, it will be 
moderate and holds out no promise 
of any material revision of taxation. 

Unexpected windfalls in the shape 
of large deceased estate duties have 
materially affected the revenue, 
while changes in procedure for col- 
lection of the taxes have provided 
revenue which will not be available 
again in the new financial year. 
The Government will, in fact, start 
the new year on the wrong side to 
the extent of a considerable sum on 
account of revenue collected before 
the usual date and which will, there- 


fore, not be available in the next 
year. 


CAUSES OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 


Berlin Industrial Experte Ascribe It 
Mainly to Labor-Saying Machinery. 
By Wireless to Taw New York TIMES, 
BHRLIN, March 30.—The unem- 
ployment estimates from America 
attract attention, but German indus-

Statistical Bureau Calculates Ger- 
man Yearly Need of Foreign Funds 
at 4,500,000,000 Marks.

BERLIN, March 30.—Although the 
Reichsbenk’s last return showed 
only 21,000,000.marks increase in its 
gold reserve, Berlin bankers esti- 
mate that it has already bought or 
committed itselt to something like 
100,000,000 marks of foreign gold, 
mainly American and Russian. These 
importations will appear in later 
returns of the bank. . 

The estimate seems to be confirmed 
by the decrease in the bank’s for- 
eign exchange reserve, which had 
fallen on March 23 to only 227,000,000, 
as against 306,000,000 on the 23d of 
January. The Boersen Courier pre- 
dicts that America will soon find it 
undesirable to permit continuance of 
the recent large gold shipments, ow- 
ing to their probable effect on the 
home credit situation. It also be- 
lieves that a more moderate pace in 
extension of loans abroad by Amer- 
ica may result. 

The Statistical Bureau’s estimate 
on Germany’s balance of payments 
during 1927 shows that the total 
of payments made to foreiegn coun- 
tries aggregated 15,897,000,000 marks. 
The main items in this aggregate 
were 13,813,000,000 on account of im- 
ports, 1,584,000,000 on account of 
reparations and 500,000,000 in inter- 
est payment on foreign debt. Against 
these are reckoned payments due to 
Germany on account of exports 
amounting to 10,959,000,000, net 
amount due for services 344,000,000, 
Bue from long-term loans 1,366,- 
000, and from short credits and 
similar borrowings 3,228,000,000. It is 
estimated, therefore, that Germany 
in order to balance her account with 
foreign countries, needed at the end 
of the year inflow of funds in vari- 
ous forms to the amount of 4,594,000,- 
000 marks. 

This calculation causes no uneasi- 
ness. Financial experts have agreed 
all along that the large surplus of 
imports and the heavy foreign bor- 
rowing are interdependent and that 
if the one ceases the other must 
cease also. The only feature which 
they characterize as unfavorable is 
that during last year the short-term 
eallabloꝰ credits exceeded the long- 


term borrowings by more than two- 
fold.
